During  the  year  113  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  : In 
addition  ll|.  persons  vdio  \7ere  suspected  to  he  suffering  from 
diphtheria  virere  admitted  to  hospital p hut  the  illness  in  these 
cases  was  suhsequently  found  no’:  ro  he  diphthe.ia  hut  tonsillitis 
or  similar  conditions 16  cu.pht.ieria  carriers  v/ere  also 
discovered  during  the  yecum 

37  of  the  cases  occurred  among  school  children,  37  cases 
occurred  among  children  under  school  age,  and  19  among  adolescents 
and  adult So  The  largest  numher  of  cases  which  occurred  in  a 
school  during  the  year  /as  eleven,  hut  these  v/ere  spread  over 
the  v/hole  year  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  epidemic  spread  of 
the  diseaseo 

Steady  progrers  has  heen  made  v/ith  the  iiTimunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheria.  During  the  sui^mer  months  all  the 
schools  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children,  and 
1115  v/ere  immunised  at  this  timOo  r'miunisation  of  toddlers 
and  children  under  school  age  is  carried  out  at  each  session  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  and  during  the  year  493  children  under 
school  age  were  immunised  there  as  well  as  a numher  of  children 
who  had  heen  absent  when  the  schools  were  visited  for  the  purpose 
of  iminunisation,  A report  on  the  imaunisation  of  children  was 
prepared  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Septemher,  and  it  was 
then  estimated  that  l\S  per  cent  of,  all  child':'en  in  elementary 
schools  had  heen  imriiunised,  while  18.3  per  cent  of  children  under 
school  age  had  received  protective  treatmeiit.  Immiinisation  is 
not  claimed  to  result  in  absolute  protection  against  diphtheria, 
hut  it  produces  a hig:h  degree  of  protection  and  there  is  ample 
proof  that  inmiunised  children,  if  thej/  are  unfortunate  enough 
to  contract  the  disease,  are  less  severelj/-  affected  and  make  a 
more  rapid  recovery. 

Scarlet  Fever . 

44  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  during  the  year  was  light,  but 
there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  numher  of  cases  during  the 
last  two  months,  v/hen  16  were  notified. 

Measles , 


In  1940  the  town  v/as  visited  by  an  epidemic  of  measles, 
which  attained  its  maximum  in  the  last  nuarter  and  continued 
into  1941.  120  cases  were  notified  in  Januarjr.  The  monthly 

notifications  declined  in  February  and  March,  and  then  increased 
up  to  July  when  Sb,  cases  v'^ere  notified,  after  v/hich  the  epidemic 
rapidly  declined.  The  numher  of  cases  notified  each  quarter 
were  219,  196,  47  and  4,  a total  of  466  for  the  year.  The 
cases  occvirred  mainly  in  'Jsstwood  Park  Hard,  where  there  were 
165  cases,  73  occurred  in  V'/inton  and  70  in  Barton  '■Vard, 

Only  21  cases  of  G-erman  Measles  were  notified  during  the 

year. 


7/hooping  Cough , 

During  the  early  summer  months  there  was  an  epidemic  of 
whooping  cough.  The  total  numher  of  eases  notified  during 
the  year  v/as  370,  of  which  188  occurred  during  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year,  71  during  the  first  quarter,  68  during 
the  third  quarter,  and  43  in  the  last  three  months.  The 
epidemic  was  not  localised  to  eaiy  particular  part  of  the  town, 
hut  during  the  second  Quarter  its  incidence- was  heaviest  in  the 
Trafford  Hard,  where'  a quarter  of  the  cases  occurred, 

8 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  all  of 
which  were  mild  and  made  a complete  recovery  without  permanent 
damage  to  the  eyes. 
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FOOD  cS;  DRUGS  ACT.  1936. 

During  the  year  153  samples  Mere  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acty  and  11  of  the  samples  r/ere  found  to  be  not  genuincj 
Of  the  samples,  105  v/ere  of  milk,  77  of  nhich  './ere  formal 
samples.  27  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taJven  informally 
and  one  was  a private  sample,  9 of  the  formal  amyjles  and  one 
informal  sample  were  found  to  be  not  genuine. 

Il-8  samples  v/ere  of  other  comiiiodities , all  of  vhiich  except 
one  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Sample  181,  an  informal  sample  taken  on  complaint,  was 
found  to  contain  extrjaieous  •Je.ter,  A formal  sampro  a?3  taken 
and  was  found  to  contain  6,4?o  of  extraneous  water.  Proceedings 
were  tai^en  in  respect  of  this  sample,  and  the  firm  ■./as  fined 
£5.0.0. 

Sample  202  v/as  a formal  sample  of  bottled  milk  v/hich  was 
found  to  be  deficient  of  fat  to  the  extent  of  8,3  por  cent. 
Samples  of  milk  taken  on  delivery  by  the  farmers  were  found 
to  be  genuine.  The  deficiency  in  fat  was  no  doubt  due  tc 
failure  to  keep  the  milk  well  mixed  during  bottling  and  the 
vendor  was  cautioned. 

Samples  204  and  205.  The  first  of  these  samples  v/as  a 
formal  sample  taken  at  a dairyr,  which  was  found  to  contain 
2 per  cent  extraneous  v;ater.  The  second  sample  was  taken  on 
delivery  by  the  farmer,  and  v'as  found  to  contain  2 per  cent 
extraneous  water.  In  view  of  the  small  amount  of  added  water 
it  was  decided  not  to  prosecute  on  this  occasion,  but  the  farmei 
was  warned. 

Sample  214  was  a formal  sample  v/hich  was  deficient  to  the 
extent  of  15  por  cent  of  fat,  Saraples  of  milk  taken  on  deliveiy 
on  the  following  day  were  found  to  be  genuine,  but  there  was  no 
delivery  on  that  day  of  milk  from  one  source  from  which  milk  had 
been  supplied  on  the  prec ceding  day.  In  view-  of  this  it  v/as 
decided  not  to  prosecute  but  the  dairyman  was  cautioned. 

Samples  2l6  and  221. . The  first  of  these  was  a formal 
sample  v/hich  showed  a deficiency  of  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of 
13.3  per  cent.  Of  four  samples  taken  on  delivery  on  the 
follov/ing  day  three  were  fo’^nd  to  be  genuine  but  the  fourth 
v;as  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  6,6  per  cent.  In  view 
of  the  relaitively  small  deficiency  in  this  last  sample  it  was 
decided  to  caution  the  producer. 

Sample  26o.  This  formal  sample  v/as  found  to  contain 
2 per  cent  added  v/ater.  Samples  taken  on  delivery  proved  to 
be  genuine,  and  the  vendor  v/as  cautioned. 

Sample  270.  This  sample  was  found  to  contain  7.4  oent 
extraneous  water.  Seven  samples  were  taken  on  delivery  on  the 
following  day.  Five  v/ere  genuine  but  two  from  one  farm, 
although  they  had  normal  freezing  points,  were  deficient  in 
solids  not  fat.  Both  the  vendor  and  the  faimier  v/ere  strongly 
cautioned. 


Sample  273  was  of  onion  powder  which  was  found  upon 
analysis  to  contain  a mixture  of  wheat  flour  and  maize  flavoured 
to  resemble  onions.  The  sample  should  have  been  labelled 
”onion  pov/der  substitute  '.  On  legal  advice  proceedings  v/ere 
not  instituted,  but  the  packers  were  written  to  and  advised 
to  alter  the  label.

During  the  year  I|.l  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examinationj  27  Being  samples  of  pasteurised  milk, 
12  of  loose  milk  and  2 of  tuberculin  tested  milk.  In  8 of  the 
samples  the  total  number  of  organisms  exceeded  100^,000  per  cc. 

In  one  sample  of  milk  taken  in  June 5 supplied  in  bulk  by  a 
Manchester  Dairy j the  total  bacterial  count  uas  22,000,000. 

In  a sample  of  bottled  pasteurised  milk  the  total  bacterial  count 
v/as  1600,000,  although  no  B.Coli  were  found  in  1 cc.  In  only 
5 of  the  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  no  BeColi  were  found  in 
0.1  cc.  and  in  10  no  E.Coli  were  found  in  0,.01  cc.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  majority  of  the  organisms  found  in  pasteurised 
milk  belong  to  the  thermophyll  class  and  are  harmless,  and_ 
although  B.Coli  were  found  in  a nuiiber  of  smplos,  pasteurisation 
as  shown  by  the  Phosphatase  Test  was  satisfactory.  In  only  two 
samples  submitted  for  the  Phosphatase  Test  v/as  the  result 
unsatisfactory,  in  one  instance  the  Lovibond  Blue  Units  were 
returned  at  5c. 3 and  in  tho  other  at  ScO,  indicating  some  slight 
defect -in  pasteurisation. 


Both  the  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  failed  to  satisfy 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  one  taken  in  October  decolourising  the 
methylene  blue  in  one  hour.  The  coliform  test  was  also 
unsatisfactory  in  these  samples e.

^iATERNITY  CHILD  7.’ELFA.?.E„ 


The  intimate  co-ordination  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Service  with  the  School  Medical  Service  has  'beer 
continued  and  the  supervision  of  children  from  birt'i  bo  the 
school  leaving  age  is  continuous.  Nurse  Jonisten  has  "been 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  bji"  the  resign.ation  of 
Nursu  Blaylock,  and  has  taken  over  the  work  in  the  North 
Western  district  of  the  Borougho 

During  the  year  533  first  visits  have  been  paid  to  infants 
in  their  homes,  3201  revisits  have  been  made  to  children  under 
one  year,  2260  visits  to  children  aged  1-2  years  and  4137  to 
children  aged  2-5  years.  The  number  of  home  visits  arc  2300  in 
excess  of  those  of  the  proceeding  year  when  the  staff  '.vas 
depleted  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Blayloclc.  In  edditior.  to 
the  supervision  of  infants  and  young  children  '..it  home,  345 
infants  attended  the  7/elfare  Centrco  7054  attendances  at  the 
Welfare  Centre  were  made  by  children  under  1 year-  of  age, 

2248  by  children  aged  1-2  shears  and  lIi-38  bj'  children  aged 
2-5  years,.  The  total  attendances  loy  children  raider  five 
years  was  1071,  less  than  in  the  preceeding 

In  addition  to  routine  visits  to  infents,  548  visits  were 
paid  to  young  children  suffering  from  infectious  diseases, 

210  to  expectsnt  mothe:'^s,  30  to  boarded  out  childreu  and  39  in 
connection  v/ith  home  helps,  and  2 for  other  purposes o 

The  Welfare  Centre  has  been  open  on  four  afternoons  eacxi 
week  for  the  weighing  and  supervision  of  infonts  and  young 
children.  The  number  of  new  children  who  attended  tlie  Centre 
during  the  year  was  358,  ec^uivalent  to  70  per  cent  of  the  births 
in  the  district.  The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  the 
Centre  during  the  year  was  927 » The  total  number  of 

attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centre  of  children  under  one  3^ear 
was  7054?  of  children  aged  1-2  years  2248,  and  of  eiiildren 
aged'  2-5  years  1438,  while  10332  s.ttendonces  wore  made  by 
mothers,  a daily  average  of  51  mothers  v/ith  ^35  infants  and 
18  toddlers.  The  num'bers  show  a slight  decline  on  those  of 
the  previous  year,  but  are  considerably  lower  then  the  number 
attending  prior  to  the  v/ar.  No  special  clinic  for  toddlers  • 
is  held,  but  they  are  encouraged  to  continue  in  attendance  at 
the  Welfare  Centre  until  they  are  admitted  to  school,  and  3*' 
per  cent  of  the  attendances  at  the  v/dfare  Centre  v;ere  made  by 
toddlers.  During  the  year  3335  children  v/ere  exai.iincd  by 
the  medical  officers,  of  whom  1621  v/ere  under  one  year,  673 
were  aged  one  to  two  years,  and  1036  aged  two  to  five  ^^ears. 

Toddlers  suffering  from  minor  ailments,  dental,  ophthalmic 
or  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  the  School  Clinic  for 
treatment.  During  the  year  79  vvere  referred  for  minor  ailments 
128  for  toothache,  21  for  ophthalmic  defects  sJid  17  £“or 
orthopaedic  defects. 

The  immunisation  of  children  over  one  year  of  j^-ge  at  the 
V/elfare  Centre  was  continued,  and  during  the  year  474  m'' 

under  school  age  were  immuiiised  there. 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  given  to 
the  immunisation  of  children  against  whooping  cough,  and 
parents  have  been  informed  that  this  can  also  be  corried  out 
at  the  Welfare  Centre.  Parents  have  been  advised  to  have  their 
children  immunised  against  this  disease  when  they  are  a'bout  a 
year  old.  Immunisation  v^as  comrAenced  in  January  of  this  year, 
and  the  response  so  far  has  been  very  encouraging^ 
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The  distribution  of  anti-gas  helmets  has  he-en.  continued  at 
the  yfelfare  Gentne,  All  nen  babies  are  issued  v/ith  helmets 
and  these  are  exchanged  for  small  childrens  respirators  when 
the  children  become  too  big  for  the  helmets.  All  helmets  on 
exchange  are  dismantled,  tlioroughlv  cleansed  and  disinfected 
and  carefully?-  inspected  before  re-assembling.  This  has  entailed 
a great  deal  of  v/ork  but  it  has  ensured  that  all  helmets 
re-issued  are  thoroughly  clean  and  efficient.  In  only  one 
instance  was  the  cardboard  container  and  helmet  found  to  be 
infested  v/ith  bugs. 


Accommodation  has  been  provided  at  the  Welfare  Centre 
for  the  Milk  Officer  and  her  staff.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  also  for  the  distribution  there  of  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit 
juices,  and  an  additional  clerk  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Committee  to  undertake  this  work  and  to  keep  all  the  records 
in  connection  with  the  municipal  midv/ifery  service.  The 
concentration  of  all  the  activities  in  connection  \7ith  the 
welfare  of  expectcunt  mothers  and  young  children  in  one  centre 
has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  mothers  by  obviating  visits 
to  scattered  centres  for  different  forms  of  assistance. 


Child  Life  Protection. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  10  children  on  the 
register  of  boarded  out  children  who  were  in  the  care  of  foster 
parents.  Five  new  children  were  registered,  t\;o  returned  to 
parents,  one  v/as  legally  adopted,  and  three  passed  the  age  of 
9 3^ears,  leaving  9 children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  42  visits  u'ere  paid  during  the  year  to  children  viio 
were  boarded  out  v/ith  foster  parents. 

Munici'pal  Midv/ifery  Service, 

On  May  19th  Nurse  Long  v/as  taken  ill,  and  was  absent  on 
sick  leave  until  the  30th  November,  on  v/hich  date  she  surrendered 
her  certificate  on  the  receipt  of  a pension. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  70  cases  on  the 
books  of  the  municipal  midwives,  and  272  nev/  cases  were  booked 
during  the  year.  ^ _ 273  cases  were  delivered  by  the  midwives 
during  the  year,  12  cases  being  referred  to  Hospital. 

Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  104  instances. 

The  services  of  the  Municipal  Midwives  v/ere  granted  free 
of  cost  in. 22  instances. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  fees  to  the  amount  of 
£109.15o0,  were  outBtapding  in  respect  of  the  services  of  the 
mid-wives  during  1940,  while  the  fees  due  for  the  year  were^ 

£495* 0,0,  £427,8,6,  was  collected  in  respect  of  the  midwifery 

service,  equivalent  to  86  per  cent  of  the  debits  raised,  the 
amount  of  £139.2,6.  being  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Midwives  Acts, 

During  the  months  of  May  and  June  a sma'.H  outbreak  of 
pemphigus  neonatorum  occurred.  In  all  10  cl:?sss  were  brought 
to  our  notice,  7 of  these  occurring  in  the  pre^ctice  of  one 
midwife.  Routine  measures  v/ere  adopted  to  prevent  any  spread, 
the  midwives  concerned  being  suspended  from  further  work  until 
the  infected  cases  had  cleared  up,  nor  were  they  allov;ed  to 
resume  their  duties  until  we  v/ere  satisfied  that  no  further 
cases  were  likely,  to  occur.  All  unifornf  sJid  eejuipment  was 
thoroughlj^  disinfected. 
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At  the  comcnceraent  of  the  year  there  r'^ere  10  raidv/ives 
practising  in  the  Borough.

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

The  services  of  Dr .Addis  have  been  retained  as  ^ consultant • 
He  attends  on  the  first  Friday  in  each  month,  when  special^ cases 
presenting  unusual  or  difficult  features  are  referred  to  him* 

The  arrmgements  with  the  Lancashire  Countj/'  Council  by  which 
patients  from  the  surrounding  County,  area  attend  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  in  Sccles  have  been  modified,  the  County  Council  paj^ing 
this  authority  the  sum  of  tv;o  guineas  each  month  for  the 
facilities  provided, 

113  clinics  were  held  during  the  year.  291 
mothers  attended,  the  total  numbem  of  attendances  beiiig  1300. 

64  mothers  returned  to  the  clinic  for  post-natal  examination, 
niEiking  a total  of  85  attendances.

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The  nriniber  of  mothers  attending  the  Post-lTatal  clinic  is 
very  disappointing^  mothers  do  not  seem  to  realize  the 
importance  of  attending  the  Post-Natal  clinic  v/here  faults  can  be 
corrected  and  advice  given. 

Home  Helps. 

The  provision  of  home  helps  j,n  cases  in  which  there  is  no 
one  to  look  after  the  home  v/hile  the  mother  is  in  bed  has  been 
continued,  and  during  the  yeo.T  home  helps  Mere  provided  in  31 
instances.  The  above  figure  refers  only  to  those  supplied  free 
of  cost,  and  does  not  include  the  many  for  whom  arrangements  are 
made  at  the  clinic,  but  the  patients  bearing  the  cost  themselves. 

There  is  a steady  increase  in  the  use  of  Homs  Helps,  this  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  hospital  accommodation  is  nov/  limited 
and  more  patients  are  being  confined  in  their  own  homes  and 
availing  themselves  of  the  services  offered. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  services  of  Dr. Addis  have  been  retained  by  the 
Council  under  the  Puerperal  Never  and  Pyrexia  Regulations,  and  he 
is  available  for  the  assistance  of  medical  practitioners  in  all 
cases  in  which  a consultation  is  considered  necessary.  Arrange- 
ments have  also  been  made  for  Dr. Addis  to  give  assistance  in  cases 
of  difficult  labour,  should  his  services  be  reeuired,  but  during 
the  year  no  call  has  been  made  for  his  assistance. 

All  maternal  deaths  and  still  births  are  investigated,  and 
this  v;ork  is  closely  co-ordinated  v/ith  the  supervision  of  midwives. 
There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Nursing:  Homes, 

There  is  now”  one  private  nursing  home  with  a total  of  six 
beds  registered  tmder  the  Nursing  Homes’  Registration  Act,  1927, 
which  caters  for  maternity  cases  only. 

The  nursing  home  has  been  inspected  periodically  throughout 
the  year,  and  has  been  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Application  for  exemption  from  the  operation  of  the  Act  was 
made  under  Section  6 by  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Eccles  and 
Patricroft  Hospital,  and  the  exemption  was  renewed  by  the  Council. 

113  maternity  patients  were  delivered  in  the  private  nursing 
home  during  the  year;  89  were  delivered  by  doctors  and  24  were 
delivered  by  midwives. 

There  is  one  home  in  the  Borough  for  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  children,  provided  by  the  Manchester  Diocesan  Association 
for  Preventive  and  Rescue  Merit,  at  '‘Ennismore”  Regent  Street, 
Eccles,  which  has  accomiTiodation  for  tv/elve  mothers  with  their 
babies.

SALVAGE

The  \7eight  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was 
pleasing,  hut  much  more  is  still  required  for  the  fighting 
services . 

The  Ministry  of  Supply  arranged  a series  of  County  drives 
for  salvage  throughout  the  Country  with  a view  to  increasing  the 
quantities  of  waste  paper,  metals,  hones  etc.,  collected  hy  Local 
Authorities.  The  drive  in  the  County  of  Lancashire  was  made 
during  the  vreeks  Octoher  4th.  to  I8th. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  all  householders  in  the  borough 
to  assist  in  the  drive  hy  saving  all  vjaste  paper,  hooks,  metals 
and  hones  and  to  hand  them  to  the  dustman.  The  Council  decided 
to  suspend  the  collection  of  house  refuse  during  the  period  of 
the  drive  and  the  department  made  a house  to  house  collection  of 
Salvage  Materials. 


Unfortunately,  the  schools  v/ere  closed  during  the  drive, 
hut  the  Education  Committee  agreed  to  assist  in  the  matter  and 
appealed  to  Scholars  to  bring  waste  paper  and  hooks  to  the 
Schools  for  collection  during  the  week  previous  to  the  drive. 

The  result  of  this  appeal  was  the  collection  of  three  tons 
fifteen  cwts  of  waste  paper  ahd  hooks.
